Shaver, of West Virginia, will man- 
age the campaign of John W. Davis, 
democratic presidential candidate, 
which will be formally launched at 
Clarksburg, W. Va., on the night et 
August 11, with the official notifica- 
tion of Mr. Davis of his nomination.

This came after days of uncertain 
negotiation, in the statement Friday 
that Davis had “decided to recom- 
mend” the appointment of Shaver as 
rational chairman. Now there only 
remains the forniality of the demo- 
cratic national committee's ratifying 
the choice of the nominee. 


Had Inception Years Ago. 


The appointment of Shaver marks 
a new chapter in a modern political 
romance. It was finally agreed upon 
at a conference Friday between i)2- 
vis, George Brennan, of Illinois, and 
Tom Taggart, of Indiana, but it real- 
ly had its inception in West Virginia 
many years ago, when both Davis and 
Shaver were serving their political 
apprenticeships. The two men were 
chairman of county committees in 
adjoining counties, Davis in Harri- 
son county and Shaver in Marion.

But pimples and such 
eruptions are full of poison and the 
skin must be made antiseptic after 
they have been broken and squeezed, 
or curetted so there will be no dan- 
ger of re-infection.

A teaspoonful of flower 
of sulphur in two tablespoonfuls of 
witch hazel makes a good lotion and a 
bit of gauze should be wet with it 
and placed over the pimple.

TWO INSPECTORS ARE AC 


TUALLY FIRED FROM JOBS 


New York, July 18.—Police Com- 
missioner Enright has shaken the 
tree at police headquarters, giving the 
New York foree a jostling such as 
it never experienced before. Two 
inspectors, inspector being the next 
to the highest rank in the department, 
were fired, eight were fined, and one 
was reduced, all for failing to give 
the government adequate support in 
the enforcement of prohibition. 

The violence of the shake-up was 
exceeded only by its unexpectedness. 
It jiggled and dislocated men of low- 
er ranks and its tremors were felt 
from the brass dome to the basement 
of the historic old headquarters build- 
ing on Center street. It also abolish- 
ed the old inspector districts which 
have endured for generations and can- 
celled the numbers of all the precincts 
in the city. 

As most of the inspectors on the 
force were created by Envright and 
were thought to be held in special 
favor by him, the blow was unusual- 
ly cruel to some of the smitten com- 
manders. Thirteen of them were 
tried a few months ‘ago on charges of 
failing to cooperate in the enforce- 
ment of prohibition but most of them 
had good excuses and it was con- 
fidently expected that all would be 


exculpated. At any -rate, the pub- 
lie did not really believe there would 


be any severe disciplinary action be- | 


cause most of the well-known speak- 
easies continued to operate with their 
old confidence, particularly those in 
the first assembly district, the lower 
East Side region which 1s sald to 
be the best-protected bootlegging area 
in the country. 

It was merely thought that the 
charges against the comnianders were 
a political maneuver staged in antici- 
pation of the imminent elections to 
put the city democratic regime on 
record for law enforcement.
